~ LORD. BIRKENHEAD ON ITS 
“REPUDIATION” 


LABOUR AMENDMENT LOST 
London. Yesterday. 

In the House of Lords. to-day, 
Lord Birkenhead © (Conservative) 
. called attention to the subject of 

war debts and moved: “That this 
Honse approves of the principle! 
of the Balfour memorandum.” ¢- 

He said that he had reached the 

conclusion that measures which 
were related In his motion reauir- 
ad very earnest consideration | 
from the British Parliament and 
from- Parliamentary assemblies of 
other countries. In the Balfour 
memorandum. which was acclaim- 
ed.as a masterly state document 
by every Liberal and Conserva- 
tive member of the Colition] 
Cabinet, a gesture was made for 
the enncellatian of war debts. 
It was said that asa result of 
the War, £2,000,000,000 | were 
owing ta.us from our late “Allies, 
while our debt to the United 
States was, roughly, some £901,-} 
000.000, . 
Revision Required 
These figures required very con- 
siderable revision... When ane 
talked of £2.000.000,000 it must 
be remembered that one-third of 
that.sum was owing to us from 
Russia. That nation had renudi-| 
. ated completely that debt. 
Defending Mr. Churchill’s con- 
duct of the financial negotiations 
France and Italy, Lord 
Birkenhead declared that Mr. 
Churchill had made the best terms 
conceivably obtafnable. It was 
the object of all of us to make 
a renerous debt séttlement and in 
the same time that’ the measure 
of. concessions which he could! 
_make was limited by.the reason- 
able economic and financial re- 
sources of the nations with whom 
we were dealing. 
‘Slightly Better” 

France had emerged from miany | 
dificulties which nressed upon 
her when our negotiations. with 
her reached decisive stage but. it 
migzht happen were such negotia- 
tions to be resumed to-day some 
slightly better terms might have 
heen obtained. Take the case of 
Italy. She was a country which, 
thouch politically of the greatest 
- possible consequence in Furope, 
was one which economically was 
not rich and there were well un- 
derstood limits recognised by all 
authorities on international fins 
ance to the contributions which 
Italy could make, No-one - who 
dispassionately considered the 
position of Italy could. have 
thought it proper to have asked 
more of Italy than we did ask. 

Affecting a Generation 

lord Birkenhead agreed that we: 
had paid and were paying the 
United States on a scale which 
the late Mr. “Bonar Law had hard- 
ly exaggerated in deserlbing as a 
scale which would affect our stan- 
dards of living for a generation. 
But we had some compensations. 
There was hardly anyone: who be- 
lieved in the year 1918 that Bri- 
tish finance could attain for Lon- 
don the control of the finance of 


the world. Never could that re- 
sult have been attained unless the 
golden and indispenable asset of 
British eredit had been retained. 
Tf a settlement with the United 
States, had not taken place our 
national supremacy would have 
vassed, elsewhere. Broken as we 


-had been’ by war,’ we are still to- r 


day the financial centre of: the 
world, We-should have ‘great and 
high hope from that - eircum- 
stance. . ’ 
Material and. Moral: 

Let them .-considér how far the 
Balfour memorandum’ had con- 
tributed to it. It made a two-fold 
contribution. One was material. 
More important was \the moral. 

"We laid to the whole world, just 
.as'a business proposition, that if 
our creditors would forego, our 
debts (though ithose who owed us 
money: were far .more- numerous 
than ‘those to whom we. owed to- 
day) we would wipe‘ out the whole 
account:. A more generous offer 
“had: ‘never, “been” made: by (any 
‘countryin the. history, of. the 
world.

“MOTOR TAXATION 


WHOLESALE CONDEMNATION 


IN THE COLONY 
APPEAL TO A.A.? 


The recommendation ‘for motor 
taxation ‘is meeting with wholesale 
condemnation. It is understood 


that all car owners, who are mem- 


bers of the Hong Kong Automobile 
Association, sill appeal to the Asso- 
ciation and that every, effort*will ‘ba 
made to fight the ‘imposition of this 
tax. 

“A Disgrace” 

“It is a disgrace,” said one pri- 
vate car owner, to levy this tax in 
Hong Kong. . It is all very well to 
support Home industry, and if the 
Government -wishes to -make place 
-for-British-cars;—by—shuttifig—out 
American machines, the best way to 
xo about it will be the introduction 
of a protective tariff. Japan is sup- 
porting her home manufactures, but 


she does not levy such absurd taxes! 


like the ones proposed. She has a 
protective tariff and imported goods 
are subjected to heavy duties, The 
Hong:.Kong Government can very 
well impose a heavy duty on Amer- 
ican and other makes of cars, and 
allow British cars to enter duty free. 
In this way, the prices of British 
cars. will be much lower, ‘and they 
will then find a market.” 
“Shameful” 

Another firm of motor car dealers 
criticised the Government’s propos- 
ed action as “shameful.” He asked 
why should motorists be asked to 
pay for the entire maintenance of 
the road? Jt.would be well for the 
Government to disclose the revenue 
it derived from jinriskisha and 
other vehicle licences. “If the: 
Governmerit chooses to place Hong 
Kong further behind the time, she 


cannot do better than to bring this; 


recommendation into law, Then 
watch out for the number of cars 
running in. this Colony. Wuchow 
will even beat us, then,” said this 
gentleman with a Homeric smile. 
A_ representative of thé “China 
Mail” interviewed several other car 
owners this morning, and their 
opinions were unanimous, They 
thought ‘that it would be a very 
short-sighted policy on the part of 


‘the Government: to kill one of the 


factors which contributed to the 
prosperity of the Colony. 

As regards petrol taxation, a few 
motorists were of the opinion that 


if such a tax were imposed. it woud. 


meet with less resistance from the 
driving public, but there would be 
a “general commotion” if the tax 
were based on horse power unit.

Another... master mariner inter- 
viewed this morning held opinions 
diametrically opposed to those al- 
ready published. He said that the 
“Kau Sing" was excellent for the 
Purpose for which she was built. 


Asked how the “Kau Sing” could 
be excellent as a rescue tug, she 
having a single screw, this master 
mariner said. that a single screw tug 
iwas -more . fitted for the job 
‘than a twin serew vessel. 

Asked to explain, he pointed out 
that rescue. tugs of single screw 
were built with a deep aft. The 
“Kau Sing” also has a deep aft, and 
vessels having a deep aft.could be 
made to “turn like a top.” 


Tug Master Required 


“Then why do they.complain that 
the tug is hard to manoeuvre in a 
typhoon?” our representative asked. 
“Because they have not the proper 
man to mange her,” replied the 
skipper. —~ 
| “Navigating a tug is an art, and 
not every skipper, much less a Naval 
officer, can manage her,” added our 
informant. He then went on 
to say that to manage a tug it would 
be the work of a professional tug 
master. Such a man could not be 
found in Hong Kong. There was 
not the slightest trouble with the 
“Kau Sing” and all that she needed 
was an able hand to navigate her. 

“You see,” said the master 
mariner, “that in all big towing 
companies in Europe, their fleet of 
tugs are of single screw. <A twin 
screw will never answer the pur- 
pose better than the single ones. 
Wait and I will show you,” he add- 
ed. Then, taking hold of the 
Lloyd's Shipping Register, he turn- 
ed up a page and pointed to the 
Alexander Towing Co., of Liverpool. 
“You see, he went on, “that this is 
the biggest towing company in the 
United Kingdom. Now, here is her 
fleet of tugs. Just count them for 
ryourself and see how many sin- 
gle screw vessels they have.” 


31 Out Of 33 


Our representative counted 31 
single serew tugs out of a list of 
38, Of the two twin-screw crafts, 
one was built in the year 1883. 
“If this does not support what I 
just. told you, 1 don't Imow what |. 
will,” he said. 

Our representative then pointed 
out that the “Kau Sing” would take 
12 hours to get-full steam and there- 
fore’ .she could not be of much 
use-as a rescue, tug. “That. should |.

Tokyo was en fete-this morning, 
and-a Royal welcome awaited the 
Duke of Gloucester: and his suite as 
the special train in’ which they had 
from 
Yokohama drew up alongside the 
station platform, to the accompatti- 
ment of the bursting of daylight 
_fireworks_overhead. 

As the Dike stepped out to the 
strains of the British National 
Anthem, the Emperor himself came 
forward and shook his Royal visitor 
warmly by the hand, while large 


numbers of high Japanese officials | 


and others ‘stood by bareheaded, 
bowing deeply in respectful silence. 

After the Premier and principal 
members of the Cabinet, and other 
leading officials, had been presented, 
the Duke was conducted to a re- 
ception room from which, after a 
short rest, he proceeded to the 
station entrance where carriages 
and an escort. of Guards’ cavalry 
awaited the Royal party: the Duke 
of Gloucester hims¢lf, with Prince 
Chichibu, entered a state ‘coach 
drawn by six horses, while the 
‘members of his suite, headed by the 
Earl of Airlie, and the other 
members of the Japanese reception 
committee with Baron Hayashi as 
their chief, followed with the 
Master of Ceremonies in carriages 
each drawn by two horses, 

The Duke's Thanks 
Ss _ Tokyo, Later. 

The morning papers, welcoming 


friendship with Britain is unalter- 
ed. They print messages of welcome 
from Baron Tanaka .and from the 
Mayor of. Tokyo, inter alia, ex- 
pressing gratification at King 
George’s recovery. 

At a personal reception to Press- 
men, the Duke requested them to 
expregs to the Japanese people his 
thanks for the welcome, especially 
for their. sympathy ‘during King’s 
George’s illness. He emphasised 
that the bonds of the long-standing 
British-Japanese friendship were 
bound to continue, owing to com- 
mon ideals, “foremost among which 
was deep loyalty and a determined 
love of peace.”—Reuter. 

Presentation of Garter

Capt. A. G. Dobbie, adjutant of 
the 2nd King’s Own Scottish Bor-

Capt. P: Perfect, 
K.0.S.B., the ‘witness said that 
Hendry's successor was appointed on 
November 29, 1928. He also read 
an extract from Regimental Orders 
of that date as follows:— 

“Sergeant A, Bardell,.“C’ Com- 
pany, ia struck off duty for employ- 
ment in the office of P.R.L, until 
further orders.” °° 

Corporals’ Mess Payments 

Replying to further questions, 
Capt. Dobbie said that as adjutant. 
he was-President of-the Corporals’ 
Mess, and payments were made to 
the P.R.I., by the Corporal of Mess 
during 1928. The payments’ made 
by the Corporals’ Mess. to the P.R.I., 
during 1928 was $80. Witness 
produced cheque bock counterfoils 
and receipts relating to these pay- 
ments. - 

Questioned by Mr. D. L. Strellett, 
for the accused, Capt. Dobbie said 
that: the only payments made by the 
-Gorpordls’" Mess” wend regijar “pay- 
‘ments for hire ofa billiards table. 
$20 was paid in April, 1928 and.$60 
for May and June of the same year. 
Witness. thought that the amount. 
due.was $20 per month. He agreed 
with counsel that payments by .the 
Corporals’ Mess were in arrears. 

Mr. Strellett: As adjutant you 
are responsible for the appointment 
of the clerk to the P.R.I'?——The 
appointment was made by the 0.C., 
and not by me. 

On your recommendation? — ‘I 
have nothing to do with it except 
that I drew up the Order and signed 
it. 

“Duty and -“Emiployment” 

Asked what was the difference 
between “duty” and “employment,” 
Capt. Dobbie said that on appoint- 
ment to the P.R.I:’s office, accused 
was relieved of drill and guard and 
was solely Fesponsible for his em- 
ployment in the Regimental In- 
stitute. ; ; 

The accused had not been 
given any .. instructions by 
witness as to what work 
he had to do in the PRI's 
office, neither was he given any such 
instructions by anyone else; in -hig 
(witness’s) hearing.’ - Accused’s 
duties.were defined. by the P.R.I.

These 
contend that nothing is more likely’ 
than. that in a crowded assembly 
a lady should accidentally have 
dropped her garter, and that on its 
being taken up by King Edward 
II]. he should have reproved the 
levity of his courtiers by so happy 
and chivalrous an explanation, 
placing the garter at the same time 
on his knee, as “Dishonoured be 
he who thinks il] of it.” 

Another legend is that King 
Richard .1, while his forces. were 
fighting. against Cypress and Acre, 
had been inspired by St. George to 
renew the courage of his soldiers 
‘by tying about, the legs of a chosen 
number of Knights a leathern thong 
or garter.

In yesterday’s “China. Mail” 
we expressed the view that the 
proposed expenditure of $2,702,- 
000—(which figure we presume 
has been deeided upon after 
very careful consideration and

ART DICTATOR 


FAMOUS GERMAN IDEALIST 
“DEAD 


AMAZING WORKER 

The death of Wilhélm von 
Bode, aged 84, at his Berlin home 
nobs the world of a grand old man 
of Europe, and of an art dictator 
unique in the history of any coun-| 
try. The “von” and: title “His 
Excellency” was added to his 
name by the ex-Kaiser long after 
plain Dr. Bade, the young lawyer 
son of an art-loving Brunswick 
family, had raised Germany’s 
collections to world-wide fame. 

In 1871, after the Franco- 
German War and” foundation of 
the Reich he entered the museum 
as an assistant, His ideal was to 
found in Germany, and, more 
particularly, in Prussia, with @ 
centre in Berlin, galleries worthy 
of comparison with those of 
Paris and London. He wanted 
nothing-for himself. A man of 
one idea, his powers increased 
with Hohenzollern prestige. He 
fought ‘single-handed against 
whole boards and committees of 


‘Court officials as musuem direc- 


tor. 


The beginning of the Kaiser’s 
reign found. him Director of the 
Berlin picture gallery, — the 
“Kaiser Friedrich Museum.” 
Twenty years later he was gen- 
eral director of ali Berlin galleries 
and museums. When the revolu- 
tion came and the young re- 
public was éager to increase real 
“Kulter” Dr. Bode placed himself 
and his unimpaired energies at its 
disposal. ; 

He was also able to turn out.

are fully set out in Sessional 
Paper No. 10 of 1927 and it is 
therefore unnecessary for me to 
take up the time of the Council 
with a detailed description of the 
scheme which, it is estimated, will 
provide an additional 2.12 mil- 
lion gallons of water a day. 
Suffice it to say that it appears to 
he the last remaining practicable 
scheme for any large increase in 
the storage of water on the 
Island of Hong Kong without al- 


most prohibitive expenditure. I] th 


think it will be generally admit- 
ted, especially in view of our un- 
pleasant experience during the 
long drought which unfortunately 
still. continues, that, whatever 
water we may be able to bring 
across from K6éwloon we ought ‘to 
have available all possible means 
of storage - on. this side.
